William P. Frye, the senior sena­ 
tor from Maine, was for thirty years 
a member of the United States sen­ 
ate. That record has only been sur­ 
passed by three senators and equaled 
by six In the entire history of the 
nation. 
Senator Frye lam e to the senate on 
March 15, 1881, arter ten years of 
service In the house, which gives him 
a record as a national legislator cov­ 
ering a period of forty years. 
That 
record has been surpassed by only 
two senators. 
The late Senator Allison, of Iowa, 
Held the record for continuous serv­ 
ice iu the senate. 
He had been a 
member of that body for thirty-five 
years, and was serving his sixth term 
when he died.

Sherman, of 
Ohio, and Justin Morrill, of Vermont,

William Pierce Frye was horn in 
Lewiston, Me., on September 2, 1831. 
He was graduated from Bowdoin Col­ 
lege In I SGU, studied law aud prac­ 
ticed his profession at Kockland and 
at his native place. 
In 18til, 1862 and 
1.81.7 he was a member of the Maine 
»tate legislature, anti in 1864 a presi­ 
dential elector. 
He was mayor of 
Lewiston. 1866-67, and state attorney 
ietieral 1867-69. 
He was elected a member of the na­ 
tional Republican 
executive commit* 
ee in 1872, was re-elected in 1876 and 
1880, and served as delegate to na­ 
tional Republican conventions in the 
•came years. 
He was a member of the 
louse of 
representatives 
from the 
forty second to the forty-seventh con­ 
fe ss . 
In 1881 he was elected a Unit­ 
ed Stall* senator to till out the term 
>i James G. Blaine, who had resigned 
o tacoma secretary of state.

reelected to the senate in 1883, aud

president pro tempore of the senate 
by the unanimous
